There is a great deal of grain sor­ 
ghums (mostly begari) grown in Kle 
burg county each year, 
it is perhaps 
the most noticeable crop grown, to 
those who pass along the highways. 
In 1920 most unsightly fields of begari 
were seen all over Kleburg county. 
A 
poor lot of seed had gotten into the 
county and it was not uncommon to 
see fields of begari with a t least one- 
fourth off-type, tall. mixed sorghums 
among them. 
These fields were mA 
only unsightly, but did not mature 
evenly, were hard to cut, and difficult 
to shock and stack. 
It so happened that this same year 
the county agent had some demon­ 
strators and club members who were 
growing 
pure begari 
seed. 
These 
club boys and dem onstiators secured j 
the best seed they Could ll ml that 
spring and as soon as the heads start- 
wi shooting, the county agent gave 
these men and boys rogueing demon- i 
stratum s so that w hat little off-type 
stuff there was in the seed planted | 
would not have a chance to mix with ■ 
the pure growth. 
So good was this | 
seed th at one of the club boys sold his f 
entire crop to the King ranch for the J 
1927 planting. 
In 1927 the club mem­ 
bers and dem onstrators were able to 
get this good seed planted in a general I 
way over the county. 
| 
In 1928 it was a most wcjulerful 
sight to see practically every field of J 
begari in the county uniform in height, j 
uniform in maturing, and easy to liar- j 
vest. 
One dairyman in the county. ; 
who isi not growing begari fur seed. : 
said that he had just one tall off-t.vpe 
stalk iii his 20-acre begari held and ; 
th at he went in and (pulled it up by 
the roots. 
It is astonishing what can j 
he done in three years time with seed 
improvement work.—The Progressive 
Fa rmer.

The machinery for trading is tit hand 
in the large commodity exchanges of 
which there are now about thirty-five 
in tin* I iii ted States, and the country 
is rich and prosperous and most men 
are anxious, ii is said, to speculate in 
everyone’s business except their own.” 
This is a fair admission one the 
part of Mr. Brice that prices can he 
put up cr down ti! will without regar I 
to conditions. 
A few men with a re­ 
putation for daring and shrewdness 
can influence enough small speculat r> 
to go their way to swing the market 
in either direction. 
The buying and selling of future 
contracts based on farm products keep 
the market on a constant turmoil. 
Without a bale of cotton or a bushel 
of wheat added to the available supply 
ami with no change in the consumers’ 
demands, the market will bt* up t ^day 
and down tomorrow. 
Brice fluctua­ 
tions are essential to an active mar­ 
ket, speaking iii terms «»f the gambler. 
A stabilized market is of no interest 
to him. but it would pr* vc of the ut­ 
most importance to producers and con­ 
sumers.

“While the men slept the enemy 
sowed tares”—that was literally true 
i:r the conspiracy to repeal the present 
law against race track gambling. 
I never witnessed or heard cf such 
a powerful lobby. 
A former senator 
and a very high class gentleman, told 
me that he was offered $50,000 by 
certain interests lo champion the bill. 
Another senator, why was in posi­ 
tion to know, told me, “There lias 
been over $200,000 spent to repeal the 
law on race track gambling and there 
is an army of lobbyists here in Aus­ 
tin.” 
one of the shrewdest and one of the 
most popular men in the state had t 
whole suite of rooms in the Stephen 
F. Austin hotel. 
Ile lives at Houston 
and is the son of one of tin* greatest 
jurists Texas ever produced—he was 
the brains of tin? lobby. 
Another very influential and power­ 
ful attorney, one of the leading attor­ 
neys of Fort Worth, was on the ground 
working for the same interests. 
There was a large army of ex-sena- I 
tors and ex-representatives swarming 
everywhere. 
Certain newspaper reporters were 
on the payroll; society women were J 
there: country newspaper editors; rep­ 
resentative! of 
hotel associations— 
the hotel associations of the state were 
fighting for the passage of the bill. 
Representatives of fair associations ! 
were oil hand. 
Representatives of railroads were j 
working for its passage. 
The Dill was so shrewdly drawn I 
that it deceived tin* very elect. It was I 
for the purpose, on its lace, to “pro­ 
mote agriculture and stock breeding, ’ 
when, as a matter of fact, its one ! 
purpose was to promote gambling. 
When introduced by Representative I 
Avis of Wichita Falls, it was referred j 
to a committee and this committee i 
brought it out on a favorable report 
12 to 5. Some strange juggling around j 
this committee. 
The public knew nothing of what 
I 
was going on. 
The committee held : 
secret sessions behind closed doors. 
As is well known, when, a bill comes 
out with ti more than two to one ma­ 
jority in its favor,, it is well on its !
